_ But he soon set out on his second or southward pilgrimage, That 
ie ever reached Ceylon or formed there a sangat (congregation) of hia 
disciples is hardly possible, and few authentio detaila of this journey

At Sidlkot he heard that Hamza Ghanus was undergoing a 40 days" 
‘ fast in order to acquire power to destroy 'the town so he sat under a 
7 plum (er) tree and called thrice to the fagér.

Nénak died at Kartérpor in the Jullundur District in the housa 
of his family, with whom ho appears to have been raconciled. Before 
his death ha transmitted his Gurdship to Lahna, surnamed Angad, the 
second Gurd, by @ strikingly simple ceremony.

The traditional account of Guré Néaak's funeral also records hi* 
attitude towards the two religions. When the Hindus and the Mu- 
hammadans both claimed his boly he bade them lay flowers on. either 
side of it, for Hindus on the right and for Muhammadans on the left, 
bidding them see whose flowers remiined fresh till the following day. 
But next morning both lots of flowers were found fresh, while 
the body had vanished, signifying that it belonged to neither, yet 
equally to both thecreeds. Nanak expressed his religious thoaght in verses, 
composed in Hindi, which form no insignificant pattof the Granth. 
Nénalc was absorhed, to uso the Sikh phrase, on the 10th of October 
1539 (the 10th of the light half of Asauj, Sambat 1598). 


His successor, Guru Angad, was a Khatri of the Trihun section’ 
who had fulfilled the Guré’s ideal of unyuestioning obedience to his will. 
Though perhaps illiterate, the invention of the Gurmukhi alphabet in 
1588 is abscribed to Gdru Angad and he also had much of what he had 
fearnt about Nénak from Bélé, the Sindhu Jat, a disciple of that Gurd, 
reduced to writing. 


He himself, however, composed a few verses which are preserved 
inthe Grawth. Hoe earned his living by twisting the coarse twino 
made of muny, thus following Nénak’s teaching about alms. His death 
ooéurred in 1552 or 1558 at Khaddr near Govindwél on the Bits, 
where he dwelt in seclusion since his accession to the Guriship, 
He had appointed his follower Amar Das, a Khatri of the Bhalls seo- 
tion, to succead him, passing ovor his'own sons as unworthy. 


Gurd Amar Dis resided at GovindwAl whence he sent out 22 of his 
numerous disciples to various parts of the country to preach, shading ¥e 
into aa many sanjaa or dioceses.2 He also built Kajéraw&l, But hi 
most importané act was the separation of the passive reclusea of tho 
‘Uildsi order from the active lay Silchs, thus giving the latter body some~ 
thing of a social character in addition to the reli igus ties which held 
it together. He organised and maintained a publio refectory (angar) 
at which all the four castes ate together and no question was raised aa 
to whether the food had been cooked by a Brahman ora low oasta 
Sikh. Befora his accession ho had heena Vaishnava, and after it he 
built at Govindwal the grand daol¢ or oblong well with its 84 steps 
and lending places. Ibis general belief among the Sikhs that who« 
ever bathcs on these steps one by oneon the same day repeating the 
fapji with sincerity to the last step shall be saved from the 8,400,000 
transmigratory forms and go direct to heaven. Gurd Amar Dis 
also pronounced against the Brahmanical rite of saft, reformed the cere< 
monies in yogue at marriagg and death, forbade pilgrimages and the 
lik, and alilad largely to the postical literature of the Sikhs. His 
vorass in tha Granth are distinguishad for simpliotty and clearness,

He also collected the hymns of his predecessors and adling to 
them selections from the writings of the earlier reformors, Kabir 
NAmdeo, Révidds, and others, compiled the Grané& or ‘Book’ of the 
Sikh commonwealth. A decaloguo of ten commandmants aseribad 
this, the fifth Gurd, has recently been discovered in eastern Bengal 
It is naturally very like the Mosaic, but ono of the manuscripts indi 
catos that tha Sikhs were being boycotted and found it diffienli to 
marty.? 


But Arjan’s activity was not confined to spiritual afairs. Hitheral

Bi 80 years ago this usage spread almost all over the state, but more espedi- 
ally in the Churéh wizirat and assamed the character of 4 voluntary:

Guru Govind Singh—We now come to that great historie figure, 
the 10th and last Gurd of the Sikbs. Snrvouuded daring his child- 
hood by Hindu influences, Govind Rai suceeeded to his office under 
every templation to remain within the pale of orthodox Flinduism, and 
indeed one tradition asserts that his first act wis to ascend 0 the temple 
* of Naina Devi which stunds on a precipitous hill overlooking the Sutlej. 
. Hore the Brahmans called on him to sacrifice oue of bis four sons to 
the goddess, but their mothers refused ta st sr them for this object, 
and finally five Sikhs offered their head: of them was duly 
offered to the goddess, who promised a world- ame for ths Guri’s

‘The first initiates of the Guru were 'S men of various different 
castes and hailing from distant parts of India, They weroa barber of 
Southern India, a Khatri of the Punjab, a Kahér of Jagnanith,a Jat 
of Hastinapar (Delhi), 2 Chhipa of Dwarka in Guzerét, just, one may 
say, the very olasses among which Sikhism has had its fewont 
converta.3 


The Gur also danounsed 5 hodies of men, vfs. (f) tho Mina- 
Dhirmallia sectaries, (##) the Rim Rafis, (##2) the masandias,* (12) the 
Aurimérs, or thoso who destroyed girl infants,° and (2) the d4eddants, 
who shaved their children’s heads. The Gaurd also denounced certgin 
Practices, viz. the use of the sanzo, the karma or belief in metempay- 
chosis, the distinction of castes (4e nas), and division of 

helnas.

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The Banddt Sikhs.—The régime founded by GovindSingl wa, 
however destined even before its birth, to be profoundly affectel by 
separatism and even schism. The principal exponent of a more violent 
policy than the Gurd’s was the famous Banda, The death of Aurang- 
xeb in 1707 was followed by dissensions among his sons. Govind Singh 
found a protector in the emperor Bahédur Shah, but he was not able 
or willing to rastrain the activities of Banda.t_ This man had a curious 
history. By birth a R&jpat of Rajauri in Kashmir he had changed 
his name of Lachhman Béla to Narain D&s at the shrine of R&m Tham- 
man near Kastir and became a Bairagi in 1686. But in 1691 he bas 
came a Jogi and an adopt in occult acience’ with the name of M&dho 
Das, Meeting the Guri. probably at Nader, he was given tha title of 
Bah&dar, with that of Banda which he had earaed by his submission to 
the Gurd, together with five arrows and other weapons. But he was

Of its 
precise constitution little is known, but it included the Sikh chiefs and 
was held at Amritsar. It was convened by the Aldlis (or accordin: 
to other authorities by the granthis), and was, like thom, oatablished 
by tho 10th or last Gurd Govind Singh,! its last meeting being held in 
1805 when the British drove Holkér to sesk an asylum in the Punjab, 
Its main funotion, or one of its chief functions, was to choose a

each battalion, or each company, in consideration of their general cha- 
racter as faithful Sikh soldiers, or from their particular influence in their 
native villages.

_, The Bibeki Akélis—Tho strictest of the Akdlis acquired the title of 
Bibeki (from Sanskrit discrimination) or ¢ the conscientious’ and 
engratted on their own otecd all the prejudices of Hinduism, With the 
Vaishnavas thoy would nob eat moat or any article of food or drink not 
prepared with thoir owo hands, To such an extrom3 was this rule 
Pushed that they would not taste food cookel by their wives, eat frait 
bought in the market or drink water which they themselves had not 
drawo from the wall. They considered it asin to oat bara-headed and 
would pay a fino to tha temple if thay did so invivertently, They did 
not remove the hair from any path of th3it persons and in lien of the 
Hindu janeo woro a sword. Thay wore very strict in weariug tho 5 Ks. 
and will not drink water without immarsing in ita knife or dagger. 
They added the word singé as an affix to all sabstantives and sometimes 
the other parts of speach, and thay transposed all feminine nouns into 
the masculine gondar. Thus they would say: ‘place the inkstand efngh 
on the table siagh,’ and Aanght a comb becams fangha, 


Soma Alife call themselves Nihaizs, from wikang ‘a erovodile.” 
Phair high-paaked turbyna are said to haya earned them this title from 7 
Gurd Govind Singh, bat another version has it that during one of 
Viamin ShSh’s matauting inroads they donned the high-peaked turbans! 
of the Tarki soldiers ani so disguised attasked his foreo at night and 
Gostroved it.’ Yet a third account is that, the lofty turban ot dumbdtd
